To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  of  the  Isle  of  Wight 

County  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  this  report  on  the  health  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  for 
the  year  1923,  being  my  Second  Annual  Report  as  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  outstanding  feature  is  again  the  very  low  infant  mortality  rate,  which  was  38.4  per  1,000  births  : this 
is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  for  the  Island. 

During  the  year  your  Tuberculosis  Scheme  has  been  rendered  more  complete  by  the  establishment  of  a 
system  of  health  visiting  of  tuberculous  patients.  This  should  prove  of  value  to  the  community,  as  well  as  to 

the  individual  patients.

There  were  46  fewTer  births  than  in  1922  and  117  fewer  deaths.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  297, 
giving  a natural  increase  of  population  of  3.5  per  1,000. 

The  birth-rate  was  14.9  per  1,000,  compared  with  15.5  in  1922  and  17.7  in  1921  : the  figures  for  England 
and  Wales  for  these  three  years  were  19.7,  20.6,  and  21.4.  With  the  single  exception  of  the  year  1915,  when 
the  birth-rate  was  14.8,  1923  has  the  lowest  birth-rate  of  any  year  so  far  as  our  records  go,  i.e.  for  25  years, 
The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  73  (71  in  1922)  or  5.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.  The  deaths  of  illegitimate 
infants  numbered  5 (5  in  1922)  or  at  the  rate  of  68.5  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  a death-rate  among  legitimate 
infants  of  36.5  per  1,000  births.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  w'as  38.4  per  1,000  births,  which  is  a fresh  record 
for  this  area.  The  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  69.  The  general  death-rate  per  1,000  was 
11. 4 (12.9  in  1922),  compared  with  12.9  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  It  will  be  observed  from  Table 
III  that  more  than  half  the  total  deaths  were  of  persons  age  65  years  or  more,  and  that  more  than  one-third 
were  of  75  years  or  more.

The  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  viz.,  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping 
cough,  enteric  fever,  diphtheria,  and  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under  two  years  numbered  19,  giving  a mortality 
rate  of  0.22  per  1,000  of  the  population,  against  0.27  in  1922.  From  small-pox  and  diphtheria  there  were  no 
deaths. 

There  was  a general  reduction  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  to  286  from  414  in  1922. 

There  were  seven  notifications  of  enteric  fever  and  two  deaths. 

Although  no  notifications  were  received  of  puerperal  fever,  there  were  three  deaths  from  this  disease,  one 
each  in  Cowes,  Ryde,  and  Shanklin. 

The  deaths  from  influenza  numbered  10,  compared  with  45  in  1922. 

Scarlet  fever  notifications  numbered  120,  compared  with  166  in  1922  ; there  were  two  deaths.  There  was 
less  scarlet  fever  in  every  area  with  the  exception  of  Sandown,  where  there  were  58  cases  (30  in  1922). 

In  view  of  the  attention  which  has  been  drawn  to  the  continuance  of  the  “epidemic”  of  mild  scarlet  fever  in 
Sandown,  the  following  table  is  of  interest.  It  sets  out  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  of 
diphtheria  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  each  of  these  diseases  in  the  Island  for  the  past  25  years.

It  will  be  observed  that  last  year  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  Island  was  less  than 
the  average,  while  the  number  of  diphtheria  notifications  was  much  less  than  it  has  ever  been  in  this  twenty-five 
years  period.  1923  was  the  first  year  so  far  as  our  records  go  in  which  there  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria. 
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Vaccination. — The  Clerk  to  the  Guardians  has  kindly  supplied  the  figures  in  Table  VII  showing  the 
vaccination  returns  in  recent  years.

Of  the  1 17  new  cases,  92  were  notified  and  the  remaining  25  came  otherwise  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  most  of  these  being  pensioners  and  referred  by  the  Ministry  of  Pensions. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths  should  be  shown  in  this  report, 
but  it  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  give  this  as  the  information  is  not  included  in  the  reports  of  the  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health,  except  in  the  cases  of  the  Rural  District,  where  of  21  deaths  10  only  had  been 
previously  notified,  in  St.  Helens  where  of  4 deaths  1 only  was  a notified  case,  and  in  East  Cowes  where  of  3 deaths 
1 only  was  a notified  case. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  tuberculosis  was  92  (79  pulmonary  and  13  non-pulmonary),  and 
the  number  of  deaths  caused  by  tuberculosis  was  91  (74  pulmonary  and  17  non-pulmonary)  ; as  the  notifications 
and  the  deaths  practically  balance  each  other,  it  would  appear  from  these  figures  that  all  cases  of  tuberculosis 
are  not  notified  because  allowance  must  be  made  for  those  who  recover,  who  remove  to  other  areas,  or  wrho  die 
from  another  disease.  Unless  the  Health  Department  knows  of  a case,  measures  calculated  to  stop  the  spread 
of  infection  cannot  be  taken,  and  unless  a case  is  notified  early,  treatment  does  not  prove  so  effective.  The 
whole  system  of  preventive  measures  and  treatment  by  public  authorities  is  based  on  notification  as  the  essential 
preliminary,  and  so  important  is  this  considered  that  in  August  a circular  letter  was  sent  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  every  medical  practitioner  throughout  the  country  drawing  attention  to  his  statutory  duty,  within 
48  hours  of  his  first  becoming  aware  that  any  of  his  patients  is  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  to  notify  the  case  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  District  in  which  the  patient  is  residing. 

The  scheme  of  health  visiting  now  in  force  has  enabled  us  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with  patients  than  was 
possible  hitherto,  and  has  supplied  us  with  up-to-date  information  on  persons  notified  in  previous  years.  As 
mentioned  above,  there  are  good  reasons  for  believing  that  our  list  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  is 
incomplete  ; so  far  as  our  information  goes  there  were  at  the  end  of  1923,  428  tuberculous  persons  in  the  Island. 
Of  these,  376  were  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (248  males  and  128  females)  and  52  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  (28  males  and  24  females).  These  figures  do  not  include  patients  from  other  areas  who  are 
temporarily  in  sanatoria  on  the  Island,  but  they  include  those  who  come  from  other  areas  to  reside  on  the  Island 
for  the  sake  of  their  health,  and  these  constitute  a fair  proportion  of  the  total.  In  dealing  with  the  cost  of  treat- 
ment of  such  cases  it  would  appear  reasonable  that  there  should  be  a residence  qualification  for  responsibility 
of  this  kind  on  similar  lines  to  that  applied  to  some  other  public  services. 

When  our  records  had  been  brought  up  to  date  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a list  of  all  patients  in  each  area  was 
sent  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  concerned,  with  the  request  that  he  would  compare  it  with  his 
register  and  inform  this  office  of  any  omissions  from  it. 

Patients  applying  for  sanatorium  benefit  or  referred  by  their  medical  practitioner  for  diagnosis  or  for 
treatment  are  examined  as  early  as  possible  by  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  Council  has  established 
a dispensary  at  Newport  behind  the  County  Hall,  which  was  opened  on  August  21st,  and  here  patients  are  seen — - 
men  on  Tuesday  mornings  from  10  o'clock  and  women  by  appointment.  This  dispensary  being  centrally  placed 
is  proving  a great  convenience  for  patients,  and  since  its  opening  it  has  been  used  in  preference  to  the  Longford 
Dispensary  at  Havenstreet,  which  very  few  patients  attend  now.  If  patients  are  too  ill  to  travel  or  for  any  reason 
cannot  attend  these  dispensaries,  they  are  visited  at  home.  The  number  of  attendances  during  1923  was  as 
follows : —

Specimens  of  sputum  are  examined  free  of  charge,  sample  bottles  being  sent  to  medical  practitioners  on 
request  from  the  County  Hall,  or  from  Longford  Sanatorium.  During  the  year  171  bacteriological  examinations 
were  made,  of  which  112  were  sputum  specimens  ; 93  of  these  were  from  patients  seen  at  or  in  connection  with 
the  Dispensary  or  in  residence  at  Longford  Sanatorium  ; while  only  19  specimens  were  for  medical  practitioners. 
It  is  hoped  that  as  these  facilities  become  better  known  they  will  be  more  fully  utilised. 
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Domiciliary  treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  patients’  own  medical  attendant,  and  extra  nourishment  is 
given  by  the  County  Council  in  special  cases  in  the  form  of  milk  or  milk  and  eggs.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year 
four  patients  were  receiving  extra  nourishment,  during  the  year  seven  others  were  added  to  the  list,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  six  patients  still  in  receipt  of  this  form  of  treatment.  These  grants  are  made  after 
full  consideration  of  the  financial  and  other  circumstances  of  the  patient  for  a period  of  one  or  two  months  in 
the  first  instance,  and  where  extension  of  this  period  is  recommended  the  case  is  reviewed  at  short  intervals. 

Health  visiting  of  tuberculous  cases  was  begun  in  July,  and  is  now  being  done  by  the  two  whole-time  County 
Council  nurses  as  part  of  their  duties,  and  by  the  nurses  in  all  districts  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association 
with  the  exception  of  two.  In  the  areas  not  otherwise  covered,  the  County  Superintendent  Nurse  has  visited. 

It  was  necessary  in  some  cases  to  supplement  the  nurses’  training  by  short  intensive  courses  in  tuberculosis 
work,  and  these  were  given  at  the  Council’s  Sanatorium  at  Longford  and  at  the  Portsmouth  Tuberculosis  Dis- 
pensary, this  last  being  arranged  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Portsmouth  Health  Department.  The  County 
Nursing  Association  assisted  in  this  work  by  arranging  “locums”  where  necessary  to  take  duty  while  the  nurses 
were  absent  on  these  courses  of  training. 

For  each  visit,  payment  of  one  shilling  is  made  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  by  the  County  Council, 
and  these  payments  amounted  to  £21  18s.  for  the  period  up  till  March  31st,  1924,  representing  438  visits  during 
eight  months. 

Residential  treatment  is  provided  for  women  and  children  in  the  County  Sanatorium  at  Longford  House, 
Havenstreet,  where  patients  in  all  stages  of  disease  are  taken.  For  men,  accommodation  has  been  arranged  at 
the  Royal  National  Hospital,  Ventnor,  at  the  Hermitage  Sanatorium,  Whitwell,  and  at  other  Institutions.  As 
in  previous  years,  it  has  been  difficult  and  in  most  cases  impossible  to  arrange  for  the  residential  treatment  of 
men  suffering  from  advanced  disease.  A scheme  has  been  adopted  however  which  provides  for  their  admission 
to  the  Council’s  Sanatorium,  and  this  will  probably  be  in  operation  before  the  end  of  the  current  year.

No  structural  alterations  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

The  sewage  plant  has  been  extended  by  the  addition  of  a filtration  trench  and  terraces. 

A plant  for  the  treatment  of  the  well  water  has  been  installed,  and  by  this  means  a supply  of  soft  water  for 
the  laundry  has  been  obtained. 

Pig  and  poultry  keeping  were  started  during  the  year  with  satisfactory  results. 

Gifts  have  been  received  from  : Councillor  Dr.  R.  Robertson  and  Mrs.  Robertson,  Councillors  F.  Midlane, 
H.  Williams,  and  T.  Cleaver,  Mrs.  Perrott,  Messrs.  Burton’s  Stores,  and  Mr.  Cave. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Whitcher  in  raising  subscriptions,  a piano  and  a gramophone  and  records 
have  been  obtained.  A croquet  set  has  been  received  anonymously  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

All  the  available  information  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  little  venereal  disease  in  the  Island.  The 
treatment  centre  was  continued  at  the  Royal  Isle  of  Wight  County  Hospital,  Ryde,  and  at  Newport  a branch 
treatment  centre  was  opened  in  August.  Details  of  the  number  of  attendances,  etc.,  are  shown  in  Table  X. 
Treatment  is  given  free  to  all  comers  without  recommendatory  letters,  and  rail  fares  are  paid  in  necessitous  cases 
on  application  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  centre  at  Ryde  is  open  on  Fridays  from  3 to  4 for  women 
and  from  4 to  5 for  men.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwives. — 47  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise,  of  whom  32  practised  here  throughout  the  year, 
15  were  engaged  temporarily  in  the  Island,  and  2 did  not  practise.  These  are  all  midwives  certified  by  examina- 
tion. Their  work  is  supervised  by  this  Department  and  generally  has  been  satisfactory.  Under  the  Regulations 
one  was  reported  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  who  after  investigation  removed  her  name  from  the  Roll  for 
misconduct. 

During  the  year  these  notices  were  received  : Sending  for  medical  help,  114  ; stillbirths,  14  ; death  of  the 
child,  2 ; artificial  feeding,  6 ; laying  out  the  dead,  11.  One  hundred  and  twelve  visits  of  inspection  were  made 
and  13  special  visits. 

A midwife  was  present  at  925  births  or  72  per  cent,  of  the  total,  but  in  181  of  these  a doctor  also  was 
engaged  ,so  the  percentage  of  births  in  which  a midwife  alone  was  engaged  was  58.  Medical  help  was  summoned 
in  1 14  of  these  cases,  i.e.  in  15  per  cent. 

Medical  Help. — When  medical  help  is  summoned  by  a midwife,  this  Authority  is  liable  for  the  payment  of 
the  medical  fee  on  a prescribed  scale,  but  is  empowered  to  recover  this  from  the  patient  except  in  cases  of  poverty. 
Each  case  applying  for  assistance  in  the  payment  of  these  fees  is  carefully  inquired  into  and  decided  on  its 
individual  merits.  The  expenditure  under  this  heading  during  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1924,  was 
as  follows  : —

There  were  no  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis  notified  during  the  year,  but  there  were  three  deaths  from  this 
cause — 1 in  Cowes,  1 in  Ryde,  and  1 in  Shanklin.  Other  accidents  and  diseases  of  pregnancy  and  parturition 
caused  2 maternal  deaths.  The  maternal  mortality  due  to  childbirth  was  thus  3.9  per  1,000  births. 

In  the  Island  as  in  the  country  generally  the  ratio  of  maternal  deaths  per  1,000  births  has  remained  almost 
constant  for  many  years,  but  the  opinion  is  gaining  ground  that  some  of  these  deaths  are  preventable  and  that 
improvement  is  to  be  looked  for  in  the  earlier  recognition  of  the  danger  signals  and  therefore  as  a result  of  greater 
attention  being  given  to  ante  natal  work.  We  have  here  no  centres  specially  devoted  to  ante-natal  work  like 
those  established  in  some  more  populous  areas,  and  it  is  our  experience  that  expectant  mothers  will  not  as  a 
rule  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  (see  last  column  of  Table  XII).  Ante-natal  work  here  is  done  in  the 
homes,  and  the  midwives  are  being  encouraged  to  develop  this  part  of  their  duties  and  to  summon  medical  aid 
early  in  those  cases  where  this  is  indicated. 

Two  cases  of  opthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified — 1 in  Ryde  and  1 in  Sandown.  Both  cases  made  good 

recoveries. 

Infant  Mortality. — There  were  49  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life,  i.e.  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
38.4  per  1,000  births.  This  is  again  a record  for  the  Island,  the  lowest  rate  previously  recorded  being  42.3  in 
1922.  Both  these  years  were  particularly  free  from  infectious  disease.  There  were  4 deaths  from  diarrhoea 
and  enteritis  and  5 from  whooping  cough  in  the  first  year  of  life.  Half  the  infant  deaths  were  ascribed  to  con- 
genital causes  (24  of  the  49) . 

Infant  mortality  generally  is  less  in  rural  communities  than  in  towns,  and  is  less  in  the  South  than  in  the 
North,  so  the  conditions  enjoyed  by  the  Island  are  those  which  favour  infant  life.  Again,  we  are  fortunate  in 
having  excellent  workers  in  the  Island  who  devote  much  time  and  energy  to  infant  welfare  ; and  the  mothers  and 
the  public  generally  owe  much  to  these  ladies  for  their  work  which  is  of  a voluntary  nature  and  is  undertaken 
from  a high  sense  of  public  duty.  It  must  be  very  gratifying  to  them  to  know  that  our  infant  mortality  is  so 
low — almost  the  lowest  in  the  country.

COUNTY  NURSING  ASSOCIATION. 


Nearly  all  the  district  associations  are  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association.  There  has  been  close 
co-operation  between  the  Association  and  this  Department.  Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  provide 
a district  nursing  service  in  Wroxall,  Newchurch,  and  a part  of  Arreton,  which  are  the  only  parts  of  the  Island 
not  served  by  district  nurses,  but  these  efforts  were  unsuccessful. 

The  County  Association  took  an  active  part  in  the  scheme  of  Tuberculosis  Health  Visiting,  which  was  begun 
during  the  year,  by  encouraging  the  District  Associations  to  undertake  this  work,  and  later  by  giving  financial 
assistance  to  those  District  Associations  whose  nurses  required  special  tuberculosis  training. 

The  post  of  County  Superintendent  Nurse  was  vacant  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  till  1st  March,  when 
Miss  S.  J.  Lambert,  R.R.C.,  took  up  the  duties. 

The  work  done  in  the  various  affiliated  Districts  during  the  financial  year  ending  March  31st,  1924,  is  shown 
in  Table  XIII.

NUMBERS  OF  INSURED  PERSONS. 

The  numbers  of  insured  persons  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Insurance  Committee’s  Register  in  1923  averaged 
28,965,  against  29,402  in  1922,  29,721  in  1921,  and  29,294  in  1920. 

POOR  LAW  RELIEF. 

The  proportion  per  j,ooo  of  population  in  receipt  of  relief  from  the  Guardians  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Union 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  20.4  (25.9  the  previous  year),  of  whom  4.2  were  indoor  and  16. 1 were  out-door. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

136  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  of  which  117  were  milk  samples,  9 were  butter,  and 
10  were  drugs. 

All  the  butter  samples  were  genuine. 

Of  the  1 17  milk  samples,  109  were  genuine,  but  36  of  these  contained  a visible  quantity  of  dirty  debris  in 
the  5-6  oz.  sample.  In  all  these  cases  containing  dirt  the  distributors  were  warned,  and  where  second  samples 
were  obtained  from  the  same  sources  later  on,  they  were  found  to  be  clean  in  every  case.  In  the  8 adulterated 
cases  3 showed  evidence  of  added  water,  and  in  5 there  was  deficiency  in  milk  fat  varying  from  3.3  per  cent,  up 
to  16  per  cent.  One  of  these  last  was  an  informal  sample,  and  the  deficiency  was  due  to  incomplete  or  partial 
milking.  No  proceedings  were  taken  in  this  case,  nor  in  the  3 showing  evidence  of  added  water.  Of  the  4 cases 
of  milk  fat  deficiency  in  which  proceedings  were  taken,  x was  fined  £5  and  3 were  dismissed. 

The  10  samples  of  drugs  analysed  were  obtained  by  arrangement  with  the  Clerk  to  the  County  Insurance 
Committee,  and  were  written  by  various  medical  practitioners  on  the  usual  prescription  forms  used  for  insured 
persons.  In  every  case  the  analysis  showed  that  the  contents  practically  agreed  in  composition  with  the  pre- 
scription. One  was  a preparation  containing  opium  ; 2 were  samples  of  Blaud’s  pills  ; and  7 were  prescriptions 
containing  10  grains  of  potassium  iodide  to  the  fluid  ounce.  In  4 of  these  last  the  drug  was  accurately  prescribed, 
and  in  the  other  3 the  number  of  grains  in  each  fluid  ounce  was  respectively  10.2,  10J,  and  10.4.

The  year  1923  was,  like  1922,  rather  deficient  in  sunshine.  At  Totland  1,708  hours  were  recorded,  as  com- 
pared with  a yearly  average  of  1,776  hours.  At  Sandown  there  were  1,762  hours  of  sunshine.  June  was  a dull 
month  and  October  very  dull  ; in  August  and  September  there  was  an  abundance  of  sunshine. 

The  rainfall  wTas  slightly  above  the  average,  but  even  with  the  help  of  1922  it  has  failed  to  make  up  the  great 
deficiency  of  1921.  At  different  stations  in  the  Island  the  rainfall  varied  between  30.04  inches  at  the  Needles 
Golf  House  and  40.08  inches  at  Pitt  Place,  Brighstone.
